WASHINGTON LETTER 

From Our Regular Corrcspnndent.] 

WakihK t itosc, April 33, IHiHi. 

No intelligent utun could bate been in 
Washington litis week without being 
convinced of the truth of the udagt-— 
‘•Extremes meet." The delegates to the 
nalionul arbitration conference, com¬ 
posed of inure than 300 prominent citi¬ 
zen* representing 88 states, who came to 
Washington to push along the idea of 
compulsory arbitration of international 
disputes, were met hjr the Venezuelan 
question,which has again assumed threat¬ 
ening proportions, by reason of Lord 
Salisbury's latest communication refus¬ 
ing the proposal* of this government and 
the consequent renewal of war talk 
among belligerent congressmen. And 
they also found congressmen talking of 
declaring war against Bpaln, because of 
the reported secret execu ion of Walter 
Dvgert, a young American who has been 
in a (Julian prison and whose release had 
boon positively promised the state de¬ 
partment. Notwithstanding these draw¬ 
backs, the arbitration conference was a 
success, and was a long step towards the 
adoption of a policy of arbitration by this 
government wherever possible. 

The A. I’. A. fight in the house may 
be renewed when the senate amendment 
allowing two year* to change the Indian 
sectarian schools iuto government schools 
contra up. The A. 1‘. A. nten in the 
house sneereded in putting a proviso in 
tbit bill forbidding the payment of a 
dollar by the government to Indian 
schools which are under sectarian man¬ 
agement, and it is thought they will re¬ 
fuse to accupl the senate amendment as 
thu compromise it was intended to be. 

One of the most unique proposition* 
over submitted to congress i« contained 
in tlui resolution offered by Senator Can¬ 
non, of Utah, providing for ntt Inquiry 
into the feasibility of the construction, 
near Washington, >>( n topographical map 
of the United States on a scale of one 
inch to the mile. It did riot need the 
speech of Senator Cannon in favor of 
his resolution to convince anybody that 
such a map would give such an object 
i lesson of tlie appearance of tint country 
ns could not bn obtained by years < I 
studying printed maps, but whether it 
is feasible to make and maintain -m b u 
| map is the lir-l thing t-> be considered.

This 
statement may appear somewhat strong, 
but it is fully proven by the ease with 
which two slick tongued colored ludi 
viduols, claiming a pull with the voters 
of "the race," "touched” Senators Ilill 
anil Allison, and Representative Glue- 
venor, of Ohio, who is the custodian of 
the Washington end of the McKinley 
hnoin; and tho queerest part of the 
transaction was that when the frauds 
were exposed and confronted by the 
three gentlemen they had "worked" 
neither of them would agree to prose¬ 
cute the rascal", hut all agreed in advis¬ 
ing the chief of tho capital police to lot 
them go with n warning to keep away 
from the cnpitol building, .-mob advice 
was In the nature of no order and was, 
of course, followed. Certainly the hare 
fact that two unknown colored men, 
with no better credentials than their 
own claim* to control votes, could get 
inouey front these men i* proof enough 
of tho gullibility of politicians. They 
called themselves Democrat* when they 
went to ace Senator Hill, and claimed 
residence in New York.

Presontod by Secretary Carlisle In Bis 

Recant Chicago Speech. 

"The banks, trust companies, building 
associations and other similar institutions 
owe the |wople of the United Mutes to¬ 
day $3,823,13*t,321 for money retually 
deIMi*tted, u strut nearly eight times great¬ 
er than the total capital of nil the na¬ 
tional banks of the country, while the 
life insurance policies held by the people 
in the various kinds of corporations and 
associations and in force today amount 
to $10,208,804,a larger sum than 
has been actually invested ill all our 
railroads, and about fifteen times larger 
than the capital of all the national banks, 
lit view of these facts, which can not be 
successfully disputed, I submit that you 
ought to seriously consider nil the con¬ 
sequences to yourselves anil your fellow- 
citizens before you agree to the free and 
unlimited coinage of legal tender silver 
at a ratio of Hi to I, in order that these 
corperalions and associations may have 
the privilege of discharging their debts 
to tlie pcupln by paying fiifty-onc or 
fifty-two cents on the dollar, for that is 
exactly what it means. It is a low esti¬ 
mate to say that each oue of the deposit¬ 
ors in savings ami other banks nnd in 
building associations, and each holder of 
a life insurance policy aud member of a 
mutual benefit and assessment associa¬ 
tion, has dc|wndent on him or her an 
average of it least two persons, and, If 
so, « majority of all our people are di¬ 
rectly or iudirectly creditors of these 
corporations and associations and are in¬ 
terested in the preservation «f a standard 
of value which will insure thu payment* 
of their claims in a* good money us they 
parted with w hen they mu !e their loans 
or deposits or paid their a** —•incuts or 
premium*. Every dollar the people | Ht 
into these hanks and trust companies 
and other institutions, und every dollar 
they |mid lor insurance was worth one 
hundred cent* and would procure one 
hundred cunts' worth of com mud it its in 
tlo- market when they earn, I it and 
when they inves'.ed it and they have tin 
unquestionable tight to dtmaild that it 
shall be refunded to the in in dollars 
worth one hundred cent* everywhere. 
'1 he adoption of any |*oliuy that would 
deprive them of ibis right would not 
only iuflct r.u enormous loss upon them 
Inti would seriously impair their faith 
in the fidelity aud utility of such insti¬ 
tutions, that attempt* to accumulate and 
save surplus earnings would he abandon¬ 
ed or at least greatly discouraged, for a 
long time to come. 

"But if free and unlimited coinage of 
legal tender silver at the ratio of 10 to 1 
is established in this country, a very large 
part of the money deposited in these 
vuriotts kinds o! saving* institutions w ill 
not even be paid in depreciated silver, 
but will be wholly lost, because such a 
reck less monetary system would precipi¬ 
tate a financial panic, which very few, 
if uny, of thu depositories could survive. 
I doubt that there is a single financial 
institution in the country that could 
sustain the pressure that would lot imme 
< I lately lit ndo upon it by its depositors 
nnd other creditors, when it became ap¬ 
parent that our standard of value was to 
be lowered and our currency to Ire de¬ 
preciated by free coinage. Payment of 
all obligation* held abroad would be de¬ 
manded in gold at once; every invests 
meat of foreign capital in this country 
would be instantly withdrawn; every 
man who owed a debt at home or abroad 
would be called upon to pay It; all de¬ 
positor! in hanks and other Institutions 
would want to withdraw their money 
at the same time; no loans could be no- 
got i a ted and no credit would bo given, 
because no mau would lend money or 
Mil property on time when ho knew with 
absolute certainly that be would bo paid 
io a depreciated currency. Creditors 


would not wait lor the actual passage of 
a free coinage law, but as soon as such a 
measure had received tho approval of 
the people at an election they would de¬ 
mand their money, and if not paid they 
would enforce its collection by judicial 
proceedings and the forced sale of prop¬ 
erty. It is useless for you and ine or 
1 anybody else to say that depositors in 
banks, and other creditor", ought not to 
pursue this course when a crisis com*;, 
or is apprehended for they always have 
pursued it, aud always will, unless human 
nature itself should be changed." 

0ASP1N0 IN THE THROES OP DEATH 

Whilo His Convict 8on Chatted Merrily 
ii Ho Loft tho 8cono For Hit 
Prison Cell. 

In tho hospital ward at tho Eastern 
Kentucky insane asylum Smith Crabtree 
lies gasping for breath, and ere these 
lines are read his mission on earth will 
be at an end. fSiuith Crabtree is 41) year* 
old, u native of that mountainous coun¬ 
try in Lnwrenee county surrounding the 
town of Imuixa, where he raised a large 
family nnd was until one month ago re¬ 
garded as one of the most aids man in j 
that country. Three years ago his eldest 
daughter fell into a creek aud was drown¬ 
ed. .Shortly asfterwnrd bis son John, 
while drunk and asleep ou the railroad 
track, wa* run over and killed. Leo.-, 
than a year afterward his daughter Vinoy 
went to tha bad, and a few week* later 
enticed one of her sitters to join her In 
a life of shame. Four weeks ago bis fa¬ 
vorite son, .Samuel, while under the In- 
fluonco of liquor, broke into a saloon and 
was caught with the goods in his posses¬ 
sion. 

Thi* wa* too much for tho father’s 
troubled brain, his mind left him entire¬ 
ly and thu same jury that sentenced his 
son to two years in the penitentiary ad¬ 
judged him insane and ordered him to 
the asylum here. Crabtree was not con¬ 
sidered dangerous by the court at Louisa, 
and was allowed to remain ns home un¬ 
til the sheriff wan ready to take him to 
the asylum. Yesterday a hog was killed 
ut the Crabtree home. The demented 
| father stood by while his sun William 
cut up the animal. The sight of Idood 
-et the father mnd, and. grabbing up the 
I knife with which the Img hud been kill 
cd, he thrust it into his own throat nnd 
fell bleeding across the dead swine. 

Ills wounds were nut fatal ami wore 
stitched up. I’hi* morning Sheriff James 
Shannon called for the demented man 
tu take him to the asylum, lie was 
' placed In i barge of Deputy Sheriff Er- 
( mst Shannon, and wn* allowed to ride 
in the - it with Ids -in Samuel, who 
now sleep* within the penitentiary wall* 
at Frankfort. 

A few miles out from I/mba the de¬ 
mented mini a»ked to go to tho water 
closet in the coach. He was permitted 
to gu alone, lie had gone about twenty 
minutes when Guard Graham Wilson 
opened tin- door and found him sitting 
upon the floor in a pool of bluod, while 
the tile fluid spurted from a ghastly hole 
in his neck. He had wrenched from the 
| car mi Iron rod, nnd with this had opened 
and enlarged (he wound made with the 
knife. 

Ho was laid upon the floor of the car' 
in full sight of hi* handcuffed convict 
' son. where he gm-ped for Incut It until, 
CotletUburg whs reached. There hi* 
wounds were dressed. Ho wa* given n 
stimulant which revived biin to such an 
exteut that Sheriff Shannon believed ho 
would l>e able to come on to I>>xington. 

lie crew weaker nnd weaker until at 
Winchester he wu# apparently dead. 
There Sheriff' Shannon u-legraphrd to 
Undertaker Danahy at iexington to 
meet thu train with a coffin. When the 
. train pulled into thu union station Grab- 
tree was lying upon the platform of the 
car apparently a corpso. He was lifted 
to the undertaker's wagon, where ho dis¬ 
played sic os of life. 

The ambulance woa called aud be ijaa 
taken to tho Ht. Joseph’s hospital, where 
Dr. Taylor soon had him revived suffi¬ 
ciently to speak, but hia muttering* were 
incoherent. Deputy Sheriff Shannon, 
desiring to get Crabtree off his hands, 
the ambulance was called again, and the 
demented victim of his own hand was 
taken to tbs asylum. 

The convict sen apparently cared oo 
more for ble father then he would for a 


dying dog. He left tho depot chatting 
merrily with a fellow criminal.—Lex- 
iogten Special to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Later dispatches state that he died 
during the night and was burled in the 
asylum grounds.

Baltimore Cltlxen Deliver* a Pint *f 

Whisky Bought Thirty Teen Ago.

been killed during the war.

carefully ami deeply to work iu order 
to avoid ti e tolls of school. On account 
of the number of children who were 
kept from school 1 st .rase of a rash on 
their Uxlies Hr. ('. V Elliott, the med¬ 
ical officer of health of that district, 
was asked to examine them with a 
view to fin>ling out the nature of the 
strange disease.

Hut the birds are the friends of the 
florists, the fanner and the fruit grow¬ 
er, albeit ull of these people have waged 
relentless war upon them. Nature un¬ 
derstands thoroughly how to produce 
and maintain a proper balance, and 
when left alone there is very rarely a 
plague of insecta of any description. 
Hut for amusement, or because the birds 
destroy a little fruit, there is a fierce on¬ 
slaught inndc upon them nmi entire col¬ 
onies arc swept away regardless of the 
protests of those who know that birds 
air- absolutely necessary to the prosperi¬ 
ty of the agriculturist. 

In many localities the robin was al¬ 
most a stranger for many years. It is 
only of intc that, it has begun to return 
aguin, and few botue-eoniiug voyagers 
have been more cordially welcomed.

JARRING THE QURCULIO. 

The Process Is Vsi* simple and Itn^ulrss 
«nt Few Tools. 

The Jarring process Is very simple. 
Provide u tool aa shown In cut, which la 
an ordinary boo handle, at the end of 
which is a light, hnnlwood block, the 
upper part of which Is made concare, so 
as to permit being filled with cotton or 
deers' hair, oud then tightly covered 
with leather of some kind. It must bo 
rendered soft, so aa to do no injury to 
the bark of the tree when used as a 
pounder to Jar It. No. 2 represents a 
frame, that may be made of 2V4*1'4- 
Inoh pine, notched and nailed together 
at C, with a distance from A to R of 
atmut nine feet, und from H to D about 
4% feet. A cross I jar of the name width 
and thickness ia notched and tightly 
nulled at the points H and l). Upon tho 
fruino thus made stretch und tack a 
piece of factory Cloth three yards long 
and 1% yards wide. Provide yourself 
with two of these frames; have a boy 
carry one. und with the oilier in your 
own hands und the ]M>under you are 
ready for buslneaa. Drop the frames 
under the tree with the sheet side up, 
so that the tree may bo about opposite 
the point (C) of the sheets. You then 
liuve the ground beneath the tree cov¬ 
ered for about ulnc feet in euch direo- 
tion. 

A sudden blow on n few of the larger 
limlsi, if the tree is large, or one blow 
on the body, If the tree Is small, will 
cause the curctilios to drop upon the 
sheets, from w hich they may be picked 
at once and destroyed. A few hours' 
ejtjierience will enable uny eye to detect 
them at once. Two or three minutes

Into the house than the labor will lx* 
very much lessened; and if poxHiblc, the 
dairy house should Is- situated near u 
well or stream of water.—Mr*.

The consequence is that entire locali¬ 
ties hnvo been deprived of the grateful 
shade of some of tile finest trees in the 
country. It is said that the withered 
und leafless elms arc simply monuments 
of the memory of dead birds, and that 
crop failures, entire fields devastated 
by injurious iusccts, and cornfields ren¬ 
dered unproductive by worms, are noth¬ 
ing more or less than rebukes to those 
who have wantonly slaughtered na¬ 
ture's sentinels that she has set to guard 
the products of the soil. 

Of course, it is possible that, birds 
might Increase so ns to Wcnmc a nui¬ 
sance to the farmer, but this is not at 
ull likely to occur for some time to come; 
indeed, it is suggested, and with a good 
•-how uf wisdom, that it would pay the 
farmer In quality of product if he 
planted an extra acre of grain and put 
out a few s]>eclnl fruit trees to keep the 
birds in provender. They would de¬ 
stroy insects that injure crops, and the 
net results would is* most decidedly in 
favor of the agriculturist's profit. 

The most stringent laws should be 
passed for the protection of birds, and 
not only this, but they should Is- en¬ 
forced in the most thorough fashion. 
It would Is* worth while to experiment 
for n year or two in a systematic man¬ 
ner aud note the results. It would take 
but n little while to convince t he farmer 
that bird* were good things to have 
around. Financial results are what tell 
in the farin'

Its inhabitants mini 
her a little over 4,000,000. 

Adovva. where the Italians met de¬ 
feat, I* the second city in Abyssinia, 
having about 7.000 inhabitants. 

The people are mostly agriculturists. 
Cotton cloth, leather, parehiucut. Iron 
and brass are manufactured. 

The majority of the inhabitants of 
Abyssinia are of the Caucasian race 
and are well formed ami handsome. 

The langungp of the religion and lit¬ 
erature of the country is Geex, which 
belong* to the Klhiopic class of lan¬ 
guages. 

According to the Abyssinian* the 
queen of Hhcha was their ruler and 
from her son Menelrk their king* are 
descended. 

The Gnllu race, which came from l,h» 
south, constitutes a large part of the 
soldiery. They are fierce und turbu¬ 
lent. 

The name Abyssinia is derived from 
the Arabic word Ifabesoh, meaning 
mixture, und refers to the mixed char¬ 
acter of the people. 

Abyssinia ia one of the most ancient 
monarchies in the world. Until recent¬ 
ly, however, the king was generally 
afraid of his chiefs. 

The prevailing religion of Abyssinia 
is a very corrupted form of Christian¬ 
ity. It Is professed by the majority 
of the people and by the reigning 
princes.—Chicago News.

HANDY GRAFTING TOOL. 

The ( ml «.f Mnklux One Need tint Kf 
reed Twenty-Five Cnil*. 

The accompanying engraving shows 
tin- Hide view of u complete grafting 
tool or knife, which is not only a per¬ 
fect tool, but also lias the decided ad¬ 
vantage of being very cheap. 

AlmoHt every person having grafting 
to do, hu* about the place an old fiat 
file or rasp, 12 inches or more in length, 
that Ini* Itecu thrown aside as worth¬ 
less. Ity taking the old file to a black¬ 
smith, it can be easily forged into n 
tool sbn|ied like the cut. Tho main 
part should be brought to ulwut u half 
Inch square, leaving Hie wide part (as 
shown) to is? drawn to an edge for a 
cutting blade \\t. Inches wide, which is 
to lx* used to split the stock, and also 
purr it if desired, care being taken in 
forging that sufficient steel Is left so 
os not to weaken the tool at this point. 
This cutting blade should have a mild 
temper only, not so bard as to leave 
the steel brittle, else the blows given it 
with a mallet in splitting the stock 
will lx* likely to crock the steel. Now 
forge the shortest cad tea wedge shape.

The shrimp la u scavenger; it will eat 
almost anything. It is a greedy crea- 
iurrj it may often be seen in aquarium 
tanks to setae a piece of food weighing 
more than Itself. If this scrap should 
be lying on the bottom, the shrimp with 
Its Aral effort upon swooping down 
Upon it might raise it elenr aud then be 
compelled to drop It, or to sink with it 
again to the bottom, there to attack It 
piecemeal. The shrimp is often put in 
aquarium tanka to help keep them 
elenn; it seeks out and rata ueglocted 
setups aud little blta of food put lu for 
other marine nnimuls. but which the 
others may have missed and w blch may 
have settled down in rrevicea or other 
by places.

A tiny shrimp would 
not for a moment hesitate to feed upon 
the dead fish held in the grasp of a 
lobster, trusting to Its agility to earnix? 
if tho lobster should resent tlie intru¬ 
sion. 

Rut while the shrimp is side to ami 
does hold Its own-remarkably w ell for 
one of It* sire, life la by no means nil 
plain sailing for It; there are other 
creatures of the sea that are quite ns 
quick and quite ns merciless, nml that 
snap up the shrimp whenever they get 
a chance. Here may Is- n dead men¬ 
haden lying upon tlie bottom with 500 
shrimps at work ujs>n it pulling end 
limiting. One shrimp may- get nil ext ru 
big piece only to I*- attacked by three or 
four oilier shrimp* thut leave tlie turn- 
liadcii and fight with tlie shrimp that 
hn« the fragment for the poasesaloii ot 
that. The water is alive with shrimps 
about the dead fish. 

Along comes it big weak fish or n 
strl|s-d bus*. The wenkfish tuny see 
the shrimps feeding from a distance of 
len or twelve feet away. If the weak- 
fish ever laughs, it is on an occur ion like 
tills. It muy approach along tlie lint- 
tom or It may dart down obliquely,nnd 
flash through the mass of shrimps with 
o|m-ii mouth, sweeping awuy u dnren of 
them nml dispersing the rest. Thedls- 
persttl. however, is likely to lie hut tem- 
pornry; the wenkfish is not apt to re¬ 
turn to this pnrtirulnrquarry; it seems 
to regard the meeting with the shrimp* 
armiml the menhaden as only nn inci¬ 
dent of its day's meandering nnd It g>»-« 
Ins way nnd tho shrimp* return to their 
prey.
